Stricter admission standards for the University of Ne- 
braska system are expected tobe approved by the University 
of Nebraska Board of Regents by the end of the year. 

The policy will go intoeffect for the 1996-97 schoo! year, 
according to John Farr, vice chancellor of academic affairs. 

He said the new policy, developed by the Committee on 
Admissions Policy for NU, would require high school 
students to complete an increased amount of college re- 
quired courses. 

“Under the new policy, high school students would need 
tocomplete four years of English, three years of math, diree 
innaturalscicnce, twoin social studies and fourinacademic 
electives,” Parr said. “Then, they would also need to score 
aticasta20on the college entrancecxam orberanked in the 
upper half of their class which is in effect now.” 

The present policy requires fewer number of years on the 
required courses, hie said. 

Farr said cach school in the NU system might have some 
latitude in the admission standards. 

“Forexampte, ifsome student wanted to attend UNOand 
who may not have taken all the required number of years in 
the courses, but who may have taken, say, two years of a 
foreign language, then we might admit him,” be said. 

Farr said the stricter standards will benefit students. 

“There's seal value in this new policy. Students will be 
better prepared to enter college,” Farr said. 

Otto Bauer, vice chancellor foracademicatfairs, agreed with 
Farr on the benefits. 

‘T believe students have a better expericnce in college if 
they’re more prepared,” Bauer said, “The increased require- 
ments should make students recognize that they need to start

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‘The gay scene in Germany during its Weimar rule (1919- 
1933), matks one of the most liberal periods of any culture in 
modem times, During the 1920s, there were more gay bars and 
periodicals in Beslin than tiere are now in New York City. 
During Hitler's rule, homosexuals suddenly became the object 

_ of violent persecution. Homosexuals, possibly representing the 
so-cailed decadence of Weimar, cccupicd arankeven lower that 
of the Jewish population during the holocaust. 

Their persecution by the Nazis is dramatized in “Bent,” a 
play which openedon Broadway in 1979 andreceivesitsOmaha 
premier on Sept. 20 at the Firchouse Dinner Theater. At the 
play's centeristhehistaricnightofSune 30, 1934—alsoknown 
as the Night of the Long Knives —anight which marks the first 
instance of gay genocide, when Hitler’s predominantly homo- 
sexual SA, or storm troops, was systematically executed by the 


predominantly heterosexual SS, Hiver’s personal military unit. 

The central character, Max, played by Eric O’Brien, is 
prescnton thenightofthemassacre, The play focuses firstonhis 
attempts to avoid the gestapo, then on his struggte to stay alive 
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while imprisoned in the Dachau concentration camp, where 
many homosexuals weresent. Marked withapink triangteon the 
Ich breast, imprisoned gays were often persecuted even by their 
fellow inmates and sometimes murdered, 

“fhis has been an eye-opening piece for me,” said O'Brien. 
“It’s disturbing but educational and, I think, kind of necessary. 
Tjust hope peaple walk away from this play with an awakening 


to the things they may have tried to'repress.” 

O’Bricn said the play demonstrates the way homosexuality is 
often treatcd-as a discasé or perversion, And he isn’t afraid to’ 
draw certain parallels to our own country and its struggle with 
sepression and persecution, 

“That's part of why the play is so relevant even today,” he 
said, “It’s history, sure, but not a thing of the past. Look at 
Germany's economic condition when Hitler came to power; 
look at the factors that made Nazism possible. National pride 
played a big part. These are things we stili deal with today.” 

While being performed at the Firehouse, “Bent” isnotoreef 
its reguiar productions, 

Omaha's De Moreland, who had been looking for an oppor- 
tunity to stage “Bent” for quite some time, selected and as- 
sembied the play. She and UNO dicater senior Alicia McGarr 
directed the cast of 10 volunteczs, while the Firehouse Dinner 
Theater donated its stage. 

“It’s the kind of theater that doesn’t get done in Omahaatot,” 
O'Brien said. “it’s very draining, Playing the character of Max, 
Ifound myself asking: ‘What would you be willing todo to stay 
alive?’ I hope the audience makes the same kinds of discoveries 


that I made.” 


When “The Wiz" whizzed into the Omaha 
Community Playhouse last week, a face famil- 
iar tomany UNO theater-goers was among the 
cast, 

Graduate student Kenny Glenn took on the 
demanding role oftheLion, inthisnew produc-

Alas for Jack, renown gambler 
Tommy Korman (James Caan) spots Betsy in the hotel 
lobby and proceeds toconcactanelabomte schemeto spend 
time with her. 

For the long-suffering Jack, things progress from bad to 
worse. Tommy whisks Betsy off to his secluded mansion in 
Hawaii. Heintently woos her, repeatedly declaring his love, 
andall the while thwarting all of Jack's efforts to intervene. 


The resulling mayhem, complete with travel to and from 
Hawail, Elvis impersonators, (including an entourage of sky- 
diving Elvises), romantic boat rides, and late-night strolls, not 
to mention a fist fight anda missed flight, pravides quite a bit 
of entertainment, as Bergman spins his amusing yarn with its 
plenitude of twists and turns and unexpected elements. 

’ The film's depiction of heroine Betsy, however, docsnotdo 
justice with this obviously intelligent character, as she is too 
casily swayed. She takes up with this somewhat disreputable 
private investigator, tolerates his marital indecision, and then, 
ina matter of hours, abandons him for an even shadier charac- 
ter. Gambler-gangster Tommy shifts from playing the perfect 
gentleman toa person of monstrous viciousness in an instant, 
Given the overail fast-and-furious paceand generally frivolous 
flavor of “Honsymosn in Vegas,” these eriticisms seem quite 
minor, 

Cage at times overdoes bis frustrated, desperately in love 
suitor routine, with a performance that verges on becoming 
fepelitive, Butateach juncture thatitdoes, Cage rescues it with 
flawiess timing or a spectacular moment, so his overall perfor. 
mance never detracts from an overall enjoyment of the film. 
Parker does a fine job as the much-sought-after Betsy, and 
Caan does a superb job as the admirer, actually conveying 
genuineemotionon many cecasionsashe professeshislovefor 
Betsy. 

But it’s quite easy to overlook all complaints about “Hon- 
eymeoon in Vegas,” as full of colorful characters and wonder- 
fully susprising tums of events, ithas an engaging story to tell,

In the early 1960s, according to John 
Mackenzie’s fictional and factual new film 
“Ruby,” Jack Ruby, aDallas strip-clubowner, 
performed small errands for the mob. 

One night in the cafe of abus depot, Ruby 
(@anny Aiclto) cncountersan attractive young 
woman, Shery! Ann Dujean (Sherilyn Fenn), 
drifting through town in her escape from an 
abusivemarsriage, Renaming herCandy Cane, 
Ruby takes ber in, hires her as an “exotic 
dancer” in his club, and defends her when her 
ex-husband appears one night. 

Around this time, Ruby receives a clan- 
destine phone call from, presumably, his mob 
associates and is told to go to Cuba for “an 


errand.” As things unfold, Ruby enacts a 
Slightly different errand than the one he is 
asked to do, and upon return to the United 
States, proceeds to become aware of menac- 
ing, frightening scheming of which he is 
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hever made completely cognizant. 

Ali of this corruption becomes quite clear 
to Ruby on Nov. 22, 1963, and the action he 
takes two days later has now become part of 
American history. 


“Ruby” succeeds superbly on anumber of 
levels, but one must credit Aiello for a rivet- 
ing, touching, emotion-filled performance. 
Although we are not quite sure exactly what 
goes on in Ruby’s mind, Aiclio’s perfor- 
mance conveys considerable fecling, asheis 
at one point obviously pleased to be invited 
into mob activities and at another point 
wounded to have been excluded, 

Jewish and struggling to make in among 
the Sicilian Mafia, Ruby secks a greater in- 
volvement with mob goings-on and yet never 
sises in their canks to a position that truly 
pleases him.

alized character); a real but innocent love, 

which grows in the course of the film and 

culminates in a stisring scene in the prison. 

To say that Aiello turns in a bravura perfor- 

mance in “Ruby” would in no way represent 
an overstatement, 

Arliss Howard, as the mysterious figure 
Maxwell, presumably a CIA agent, shines in 
this role of someone after Ruby, though for 
exactly what reason is not made clear. After 
tailing Ruby in Cuba, Maxwell shows up at 
Ruby's club, making several not-so-veiled 
threats abouthisknowledgeofRuby’s aclivi- 
ties in Cuba. Maxwell appears at scveral 
subsequent events, and Moward’s perfor- 
mance remains alarmingly shadowy and un- 
settling throughout, 

Particular moments of “Ruby” deserve 
special mention. For cxample, in the film’s 
feconstruction of the death of President 
Kennedy, Ruby, who is at a newspaper to 
place an ad, looks out of the building's win- 
dow onto Dealey Plazaand catches a glimpse 
of men with rifles. Ruby knows at that mo- 
ment what tragedy is about to transpire, but 


that he can do nothing at that moment to 


prevent it. 

On the day that Ruby kills Oswald, the 
moments immediately before the assassina- 
tion are once again skillCully permeated with 
anxiety, although we know exactly what will 
happen. 

Another image of Ruby walking down a 
driveway towards the basement door of the 
potice station, projected in slow motion, ac- 
companied by harrowing, suspenseful music, 
makes quite an impression, 

Although some of the sinister, underworld 
circumstances of “Ruby” are a litde bit diffi- 
cuit to follow, the sensation they create more 
than suffices to generate an engrossing, to- 
tally absorbing film experience. 

Director John Mackenzie has brought to- 
gether a number of clearly talented individu- 
als, both in front of and behind the camera, to 
tell an important, disturbing, gripping tale. 

“Ruby” offers a captivating interpretation 
of the actions of a man who was at one of the 
most significant junctures of history, and, for 
reasons which may wellneverbeknowa (Ruby 
dicd in prison in 1967) played a immense, 
distressing role in our nation’s history.

Edwards also told the coimittee she is unclear about 
what her dutics exactly are as an agency director. 

“As far as what my position is, I’m not very clear. 
That’s what Vico Chancellor Richard Hoover and myscl 
are working on this fall,” she said. 

Hoover is the vice chancellor of educational and student 
services, 

Edwards said another reason she is unclear about her 
duties is because the Student Government bylaws pertain- 
ing to her position are vague, 

“In the training manual they offer, there is no sct thing 
on what this agency docs, There’s no basic outline or 
cxample of past events. I’ve been doing a lot of research 
trying to discover what this office implies,” she said, 

She also said the bylaws for agency directors were 
nearly 20 years old. 

Amy Bellows, advisor of student organizations, said the 
manuals are purposely meant to be vague. 

“Manuals arcn’tmeant to giveastepby step description 
of the job,” she said. “It’s vague, but purposcly sotoallow 
room for the agencies to grow, to develop their own 
agenda.” 

Bellows said new agency training manuals were wrilten 
this fall. In addition, agency directors arc being asked to put 


together suggested job descriptions for theirspecificagcncy. - 


Bellows said those job descriptions will be incorporated into 
the training manuals. 

Bellows said she explained the new manual to Edwards 
in late August.
